DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-28 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
does not teach the claimed subject matter of claims 1, 8-9 and 16; therefore, claims 1, 8-9 and 16 
are allowable for the reasons pointed out by Applicant's remarks (see p. 12, remarks regarding 
Advisory Action through lines 1-2 of p. 13). 

3. It follows that claims 2-7, 10-15 and 17-28 are then inherently allowable for depending 
on an allowable base claim.
